ar of each year, at such time and place in Little Rock, Arkan- 
dotermined by the Board of Directors and on notice to member:

On the night of February 24, 1959, the Capital 
Citizens Council held a meeting in the Ballroom of the Uarion 
Hotel, Little Rock, Arkansas, attended by approximately two 
hundred people. Dr. UALCOLH G. TAYLOR, the President of the 
organization, presided. TAYLOR introduced the following in¬ 
dividuals who sat at the speaker's table with him: 

ROBERT T. BRADFORD, Secretary 
AMIS^SUTHRIDGE, Attorney 
HARVEJfHORN, Assistant Attorney 
• Pev./WESLEYV/RUDEN, Chaplain 

Tralfic Judge ROBERJ^xASTER, all of Little Rock. 

Dr. TAYLOR made a talk in which /he w&.s critical of 
the large percentage of Negroes in Little P,.>ck who were on 
the Welfare rolls. Be pointed out that during the last three 
months there had been 1,200 patients at the University 
Hospital, Little Rock, and all were colored except 400 . 

He noted that sixty-four per cent of the patients were 
Negroes, but the population of Little Rock was made up of 
only twenty-two per cent Negroes. He noted that twelve 
Negro babies were born at the Hospital for each white baby 
born there. He said he had no objection to caring for the 
needy but he thought the Negroes were taking the white people 
for a "free ride." He also pointed out that white citizens 
of Little Rock pay ninety-seven per cent of the taxes and 
Negroes pay only three per cent.

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TAYLOR introduced Judge LISTER as the main speaker 
of the evening. LASTER spoke for approximately forty-live 
minutes, during which time he said it was his ambition to 
be the Governor of the State of Arkansas. He was very 
critical of the City Manager form of government presently 
in power in Little Rock. He said that it was almost im¬ 
possible to get rid of this form of government for some years 
to come. He was very critical of the proposed housing code 
for the City cf Little Rock. LASTER repeated his plan to 
selve the integration problem at Little Rock which has been 
published in the Little Rock press during recent weeks. This 
plan consisted of requesting .Governor FAUBUS to return the 
control of the Little Rock High Schools to the school board 
and then have the school board to reopen the high schools 
on a segregated basis. He said the purpose of this plan was 
to determine what course of action the Federal Government 
would take as this plan would be contrary to Federal Court 
derisions. He was of the opinion that the Federal Courts 
were bluffing, and he did not believe the President would 
again send troops to Little Rock to enforce integration, 
tie said he intended to present thi6 plan to the next meeting 
of the school board which would be held at Little Rock on 
February 26, 1959. LASTER left the meeting at the conclusion 
of his speech. 


At this point, Rev. WESLEY PRUDEN made an appeal 
for funds to be collected to be given to Judge LASTER to 
fight the suit which had been instituted to contest the 
election of LASTER to the Little Rock School Board. PRUDEN 
said LASTER needed to subpoena about two.hundred witnesses 
at an approximate cost of $ 5.00 each. Therefore, $ 1,000.00 
was needed to give to LASTER for this purpose.

In other words, the Council would have us discredit si 
evidence of the House Un-American Activities Committee which has uncovei 
/1 communists, AND the FBI, whose reputation as a law enforcement agency

While we are on the subject, we would remind the Council that "freedom-of expression” 
works both ways in the democratic process of our government. The ministers of this nation 
and the congregations to whom THEY belong have the right to hear, see and read anything 
without censorship! 

Going further, according to a statement by Herluf Jensen, executive secretary of the 
National Student Christian Federation, there was “no evidence of student violence whatever" 
in the San Francisco fisaco as the film indicated.

supported institutions. 

Slochower was an associat 
professor of Brooklyn Colleg 
and while being quizzed by 
Senate sub-committee, refuse 
to answer questions about com 
munists by Invoking the 5t' 
Amendment. 

New York City’s board o 
higher education fired him i 
accordance with a provisio 
of the New York city charter 
but the Warren Court held tha 
the board had violated Sloe 
hower’s constitutional rights; 
even though the constitutio 
gives no person a right to 
job. 

Warren’s court said that Sloc¬ 
hower did not realize that by in 
voking the 5th amendment, i 
would cost him his job. 

However, the New York Boar 
of Higher Education petition© 
for a rehearing, pointing ou 
that this reason was false: Sloe 
hower did know that invoking th 
5th Amendment would cost hin 
his job.

The New Hampshire Supreme

sity where he was a lecturer

In a surprise move, Federal 
Judge Edwin M. Robson signed 
an order which would permit 
Igor Y. Melekh, accused Rus¬ 
sian spy, to leave for the Soviet 
Union at any time, 

Robson previously dismissed 
charges against Melekh who 
had been indicted by a federal 
grand jury in Chicago for con¬ 
spiring to commit espionage 
for the Soviet Union in 1960, 
State Department Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk was active in 
bringing about the decision. Al¬ 
bert F. Manion, assistant U. S. 
attorney told the court that Unit¬ 
ed States Attorney GeneralRob- 
ert Kennedy ordered him to seek 
the order paving the way for 
dismissal of the indictments. 

State Department sources re¬ 
vealed the dismissal was made 
in an effort to ease friction 
with Russia.

And to top if off. Assis¬ 
tant U. S. Attv ,y, Albert F, 
Manion, .told’the court that Uni¬ 
ted StatesAtiorneyGeneral Rob¬ 
ert Kennedy ordered him to 
seek this order paving the way 
for dismissal of the indictment.

The Herter Resolution was 
adopted and the United States 
citizens found themselves in the 
court, but with one very import¬ 
ant reservation. Tom Connally, 
Chairman of the Foreign Re¬ 
lations Committee, inserted an 
amendment which declared that 
the question whether this coun¬ 
try should accept World Court 
jurisdiction in disputes should 
be "determined by the United

In other words, the United 
States reserved the right to 
choose international Jurisdic¬ 
tion or national Jurisdiction.

THREE STAGES 

It is wrong to suppose that Communists v.-ould 
turn a newspaper they had taken over into another 
Daily Worker to tell us in just so many words that 
communism is the wave of the future. They are 
too clever to alienate us when they really want to 
fool us all the way to defeat. The Reds would be¬ 
gin by having their paper turn gradually loft in 
the arts. Music, movie, radio, TV, and bool: re¬ 
views would start pushing party line insidiously. 
Later, when the first stage of brainwashing had 
been passed, the newspaper would move on to the 
second stage and attack anti-Couimunists on the 
national scene, all the while proclaiming spread- 
eagle opposition to communism abroad. Finally, 
the newspaper would teach the third stage of 
brainwashing and, through lieu cunningly fed the 

f iublic, would aid the vaiieuu enuoes of comjnua- 
sm around the world. 

By way of showing the power of the press 
and the reason why Reds wa.it to control news¬ 
papers, let us examine one large American daily, 
the New York Tines. We are not saying that the 
Times is a Communist paptr. 17e are not saying 
it is not a Communist paper. We ARE saying it 
owes some explanations to the American people 
and some answeiB to questions being asked 
around the country. We ARE saying it represents 
our three stages to a remarkable degree. 

FIRST STAGE 

Back in the 40's, the New York Times had 
already presented patrons of the arts with quite 
an array of staff critics. 










Howard Taubman, music editor, once signed 
a Communist-sponsored petition to Pres. Roose¬ 
velt asking that the United States declare war on 
Finland, which was then resisting Soviet invasion. 
What type of artist might we suppose was being 
plugged hardest by Taubman? John Martin, dance 
critic, had for himself a half dozen recorded affil¬ 
iations with Red fronts. But Olin Downes, music 
critic, beat him out with a couple of dozen such 
connections. Then, we had the column in the Sun¬ 
day dramatic section called "Rialto Gossip" by 
Lewis Funke. Funke never did have much stomach 
for Fascists in the arts. Rightly sol However, he 
did give generous amounts of space for all sorts 
of Red performers and Red producers, never bother¬ 
ing to acquaint the reader with the character of 
th artist he was being encouraged to support. In 
there were some who suggested, even back 
it. ..e 40’s, that Funke seemed to give left-wing¬ 
ers a disproportionate amount of good publicity. 
And what did our little pink artists do with the pro¬ 
fits culled from our patronage? 

The Times book review section is a study in 
itself. Even today, a book like The Pentagon Case 
is ignored, and Richard Rovere, author of Sen. Joe 
McCarthy, a book generously seasoned with lies, 
is praised without mention of his (Rovere’s) hav¬ 
ing been connected with the notorious NewMasses. 
The trend goes 'way back, however. On June 22, 
1947, Owen "let South Korea fall” Lattimore 
wrote in a Times book review: “From Edgar 
Scow’s Red Star Over China to Theodore While 
and Annalee Jacoby’s Thunder Out o/ China, the 

list of names is distinguished - and most of 

these writers won their distinction solely or pri¬ 
marily by what they had to say about China. Israel 
Epstein has without question established a place 
for himself in that distinguished company...” 
Epstein’s book: the awful Unfinished Revolution 
China. Epstein himself: named under oath by a 
remment witness as a Communist. 

The New York Times gets an "A plus” rating 
for meeting the first-stage brainwashing require¬ 
ments in its treatment of the arts. 

SECOND STAGE 

Keep in mind this directive issued by Lenin: 


“We can and must write in a language which 
sows among the masses hale, revulsion, scorn 
and the like, toward those who disagree with us.” 

The New York Times has written about many 
men it disagrees with, but it usually manages to 
maintain an air of respectability. Hitler or Mr.K. 
never received the treatment accorded Sen. Joseph 
R. McCarthy by the Times. The staid newspaper 
descended to the gutter to throw mud, twist quo¬ 
tations, make insinuations, censor out facts, and 
join with the Daily Worker's Satanic crusade 
against "McCarthyism.” Was McCarthy the en¬ 
emy, rather than Alger Hiss, the Rosenbergs, 
Harry Dexter White, et al? 

This same paper allowed 15 column-inches on 
3/25/51 to an attack on a student loyalty oath 
at the University of California. Thereafter, many 
such attacks occurred. They still occur. Although 
it is a matter of record that Red school teachers 
have been involved in atomic espionage, in re¬ 
cruiting youths for their conspiracy, and in dis¬ 
ruptive tactics against our school systems, the 
Times opposed the Feinberg Law, which bans 
Communists from holding teaching jobs in New 
York State. The entire Red offepsive on our in¬ 
stitutions is led by an illogical appeal for ex¬ 
aggerated "academic freedom,” which says you 
have no right to slop your deadly enemy until 
after he has murdered you. The promulgation of 
such nonsense by the New York Times has been 
hardly distinguishable from that of the worst 
Communist front outfits. Most efforts to weed 
out pornographic movies and books such .as 
Lady Chatterley's Lover have been lamented by 
the Times as "censorship.” If a Pure Food and 
Drug Act is necessary, are there no curbs on 
moral poisons? Why doesn’t the Times report the 
available facts about Communist support of por¬ 
nography in America? A Times editorial once 
expressed “very serious doubts... about the 
validity of this entire investigation of screen ac¬ 
tors by the House Un-American Activities Com¬ 
mittee.” Would it not seem more appropriate for 
the House Un-American Activities Committee to 
express very serious doubts about-muCir of what 
goes into th eNew York Times? 

On domestic issues, the Times long ago proved 


itself opposed to those who fight communism 
hardest and somewhat prone to defense of many 
fellow-travelers infesting our house. Here, too, 
the Times gets an "A plus” for brainwashing. 


THIRD STAGE 

International communism has spread across 
the earth’s surface in a mysteriously efficient 
manner since the end of World War II. 

One of communism’s biggest victories was the 
fall of China. When Mao Tze-tung started bis 
drive, many school children and inarticulate 
strap-hangers on busses were perceptive enough 
to call Mao a Communist, Not the New York 
Times! The Times, told us not to worry because 
he was only aj\ "agrarian reformer,” one dedi¬ 
cated to a program entirely different from that 
of the Soviets. How many million Americans 
were kept inactive by that assurance from the 
Times? Inactive, while men like John Stewart 
Service, John Carter Vincent, Owen Lattimore, 
and Henry Wallace saw to it that we withdrew 
aid from Nationalist China, Oh, Times editorial 
writers, weigh well these works: 400 million 
people enslaved in China; 18 million mainland 
Chinese .murdered; missionaries jailed and tor¬ 
tured diabolically; Red Chinese wars spilling 
blood in Korea, Tibet, Indochina, Malaya, and 
Laos. Either you believed what you told us, or 
you did not. If you believed that those barba¬ 
rians were “agrarian reformers,” apologize for 
your stupidity to the American people and the 
civilized world. If^you did not believe it, have 
the courage to fly your true color. 

Fidel Castro, while still in Oriente Province, 
was sunounded by Communists. His brother 
Raul, who kidnapped Americans, is a Soviet- 
educated Red. Ernesto “Che” Guevara, Fidel’s 
principal aid, is a man who worked up Commu¬ 
nist riots in Guatemala before he went to Cuba 
to join Castro.

cations while Batista was still in power. The 
average American could not have known what 





One page 151 he writes: “The law of 
natural se'ection which built the mar¬ 
velous complexities of plant and animal 
species can no longer work spontane¬ 
ously. Now the evolution of the human 
species must be done artificially by the 
conscious action of man himself.” In 
this statement lies the thesis of the Com¬ 
munist doctrine of regeneration.

The manager was advised, according 
that if he continued to serve the Negroes, the 
Citizens Council would put on a demonstration at the cafe¬
